President’s  Report 

June,  1929  --  June,  1930 


Warren,  Pa.,  June  21,  1930. 


To  the  Members  of  Warren  General  Hospital  Corporation  : 

Your  hospital,  like  the  manufacturing  and  mercantile  business,  has, 
during  the  past  year,  been  going  through  a period  of  depression. 

Due,  I believe,  principally,  to  lack  of  employment,  our  number  of 
days  of  charity  care  has  increased  about  25%  over  the  previous  year 
which  as  you  will  see  front  the  Treasurer’s  report  has  resulted  in  a 
small  operating  loss. 

Committees  have  worked  to  investigate  expenditures  and  our  Super- 
intendent has  used  great  care  to  reduce  all  expense  to  a minimum  with- 
out sacrificing  our  high  standard. 

To  produce  additional  revenue  the  Directors  found  it  necessary  to 
increase  the  rates  for  the  wards  and  also  for  several  of  the  private 
rooms  and  these  charges  are  now  about  the  same  as  other  hospitals  in 
this  vicinity. 

The  number  and  the  amount  of  unpaid  accounts  standing  on  our 
books  at  the  present  time  is  something  which  has  caused  us  a great  deal 
of  concern.  No  accounts  have  been  charged  off  since  1920  and  while 
a great  many  of  them  are  not  collectible  the  board  felt  that  some  steps 
should  be  taken  and  have  placed  them  in  the  hands  of  a collecting 
agency. 

During  the  year  we  have  remodeled  and  placed  some  additional 
equipment  in  our  laboratory  and  have  engaged  the  services  of  Dr. 
Otterbein  as  Pathologist  and  Roentenologist. 

We  have  had  many  splendid  donations  and  I wish  to  thank  all  those 
who  have  shown  such  an  interest  toward  the  hospital  by  making  these 
contributions. 

We  suffered  a great  loss  by  the  resignations  of  two  of  our  oldest 
and  most  efficient  board  members,  Mrs.  Eaton  and  Mrs.  Schimmelfeng. 
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I desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  doctors  who  have  given  their 
services  to  the  hospital  and  to  all  the  board  members  for  their  help 
and  co-operation. 

To  the  new  officers  and  board  I would  make  the  following  recom- 
mendations : 

First:  That  a committee  be  appointed  to  make  an  adjustment  of 
our  insurance  valuations. 

Second:  That  the  old  Nurses’  Home  be  disposed  of  as  quickly  and 
advantageously  as  possible.

SECRETARY’S  REPORT 


Secretary’s  Report 

June,  1929  --  June,  1930 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  Warren  General  Hospital  held  its  organ- 
ization meeting'  for  the  past  year  on  July  2nd,  1929,  and  has  held  the 
usual  monthly  meetings  throughout  the  year,  with  an  average  attendance 
of  eleven. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting',  Airs.  F.  C.  Eaton  resigned  as  Director, 
and  in  January,  Airs.  C.  Schimmelfeng  asked  to  be  relieved  from 
further  attendance  at  the  Board  meetings.  The  Board  deeply  regrets 
the  loss  of  the  valued  services  of  these  two  members.  Airs.  Eaton’s 
many  years  as  the  Board’s  devoted  President  has  made  her  counsel  as 
a Director  of  especial  worth  to  the  institution  and  this  is  likewise  true 
of  Airs.  Schimmelfeng,  who  is  the  last  of  the  Charter  members  of  the 
organization. 

Dr.  Beaty  also  ended  during  the  period,  her  many  years  of  devoted 
service  as  Director  of  the  Laboratory.  She  has  been  succeeded  by  Dr. 
Otterbein  who  has  charge  of  both  the  Laboratory  and  the  X-Ray  work. 
Later  in  the  year,  laboratory  tests  have  been  required  from  all  patients 
and  a flat  laboratory  fee  is  paid  by  each  patient  entering  the  Hospital. 

The  Annual  Donation  Day  was  held  on  November  9th  and  again 
the  Community  showed  its  generous  appreciation  of  the  services  ren- 
dered by  the  Hospital.  National  Hospital  Day  was  also  successfully 
observed  on  Alay  10th. 

A Committee  headed  by  1 >r.  Ball,  made  a detailed  study  of  Hospital 
costs  in  our  Hospital  and  the  Secretary  would  recommend  that  this 
report  be  printed  in  the  Year  Book. 

In  order  to  help  meet  the  increased  expenses  of  the  Hospital  and  to 
bring,  the  Hospital’s  charges  more  nearly  in  line  with  those  of  other 
similar  institutions,  it  was  voted  in  November  to  raise  the  ward  charge 
fifty  cents  per  day,  making  the  charge  $3.00  instead  of  $2.50,  and  later 
the  charges  for  some  of  the  better  private  rooms  were  increased  $1.00 
per  day. 

In  this  connection,  an  article  in  “The  Alodern  Hospital”,  for  Janu- 
ary, 1930,  showed  the  very  interesting  fact  that  while  the  magazine’s 
investigations  showed  the  average  cost  per  patient  for  the  first  one 
hundred  cases  of  the  large  number  of  hospitals  studied,  to  be  $71.99,  the 
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average  cost  per  patient  for  the  first  one  hundred  cases  of  the  Warren 
General  Hospital  under  the  same  survey  was  only  $30.91. 

The  Physicians  of  the  County  have  given  the  Hospital  hearty  co- 
operation throughout  the  year.  The  following  have  acted  as  service 
doctors  for  the  care  of  Charity  patients  : 

June  and  July,  1929 — Dr.  Africa  and  Dr.  J.  W.  Hamilton. 

August  and  September,  1929 — Dr.  E.  G.  Hamilton  and  Dr.  Otterbein.

SECRETARY’S  REPORT 
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Report  of  Committee 

Costs  of  hospital  maintenance  have  advanced  all  over  the  United 
States.  Tn  Ohio,  the  costs  for  General  Hospitals,  with  fifty  to  one 
hundred  beds,  are  $5.53  per  day  on  average,  low  $4.18,  high  $7.88.  In 
Chicago,  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  cost  advanced  from  $2.83  to  $6.65  in 
ten  years.  Our  own,  in  the  past  five  years,  has  gone  up  from  $4.11  to 
$4.52,  but  if  we  attempt  to  analyze  the  costs  we  encounter  many  diffi- 
culties. The  household,  i.  e.,  provisions,  salaries  for  kitchen  help, 
laundry,  bedding,  etc.,  is  one  of  the  chief  costs,  averaging  about  thirty- 
five  per  cent,  of  the  total.  Food  cost  alone  has  increased  from  $15,700 
to  $19,100  in  five  years  with  the  same  number  of  patients  to  care  for  -- 
an  increase  from  eighty  cents  to  ninety-five  cents  per  day.  But  this 
item  covers  the  food  for,  at  least  an  equal  number  of  employees,  i.  e.,  in 
addition  to  the  twenty-thousand  days  feeding  of  patients,  we  feed  sixty 
nurses  and  employees  for  365  days  each,  or  nearly  twenty-two  thousand 
days  extra.  To  determine  the  actual  food  cost  one  would  have  to  know 
the  actual  number  of  persons  fed  each  year.  The  next  large  item  is  the 
care  of  the  patient.  This  includes  nursing,  supplies,  laboratory  and 
X-Ray  services,  anaesthetics,  and  it  constitutes  about  thirty  per  cent, 
of  the  cost.  This  has  varied  from  $1.20  to  $1.35  per  patient  per  day. 
But  here  again  errors  creep  in.  In  one  year  considerable  X-Ray  and 
laboratory  work  and  electrical  treatments  are  given  for  which  the 
hospital  is  often  reimbursed.  It  appears  as  an  added  cost  that  year 
without  explanation.  The  next  important  item  is  fuel,  light,  power  and 
ice.  This  has  gone  up  from  sixtv-two  cents  per  day  to  seventy  cents, 
and  forms  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  cost.  It  is  about  $2.00  more  than  five 
years  ago.  Some  of  this  is  due  to  the  advance  in  price,  and  some  of  it 
to  increased  use  of  electricity  in  refrigeration.  A saving,  no  doubt, 
could  be  made  if  our  heating  system  was  more  modern.  The  office 
administration,  which  includes  Superintendent  and  Assistant,  and 
clerical  and  office  help  is  responsible  for  nine  per  cent,  of  the  expense, 
or  over  $8,000.00,  and  has  increased  from  thirty  cents  to  forty-two  cents, 
or  about  $3,000.00  increase  in  five  years.  Whether  any  saving  can  be 
made  in  this  item  is  doubtful.  Repairs  and  replacements  is  a very 
variable  item,  ranging  from  5 54%  to  13%  of  the  cost,  and  yet  under  our 
present  system  of  bookkeeping,  if  we  had  to  make  extensive  repairs  to 
a building  this  coming  year,  the  cost  would  appear  as  an  item  in  the 
maintenance,  greatly  increasing  it.  And  next  year  it  may  be  decidedly 
lower  because  no  such  repairs  were  needed.  There  should  be  a depreci- 
ation charge  apportioned  each  year  out  of  which  repairs  could  be  made 
with  a more  uniform  item  in  the  cost.  The  Hospital  is  caring  for  only 
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a few  more  patients  than  it  did  five  years  ago,  and  the  average  stay  is 
a little  less.  It  receives,  including  from  the  State  and  from  the  patients, 
about  the  same  amount  as  it  did  five  years  ago,  or  about  $3.85  per  day. 
The  balance  is  derived  from  income,  which  is  about  eighty-five  cents 
per  day. 

In  a recent  editorial  of  the  Saturday  Evening  Post,  the  increased 
hospital  charges  have  been  commented  on,  and  in  Chicago  a chain 
system  is  being  tried  --  five  hospitals  with  a central  control,  central 
purchasing  agency  --  and  they  expect  to  cut  costs  one-third.  The 
editorial  says:  “The  patient  gets  more  for  his  dollar  than  ever  before, 
both  in  chances  for  life  and  eventual  care.  The  poorest  free  patient 
has  at  his  disposal  branches  of  service  that  the  richest  could  not  com- 
mand years  ago,  and  these  departments  must  be  kept  going  twenty-four 
hours  a day.  Private  philanthropy,  public  taxation,  and  health  insur- 
ance have  been  proposed  to  meet  the  hospital’s  needs  but  none  seems 
to  offer  a universal  solution.” 

We  should  rejoice  that  there  is  less  sickness.  We  should  also  re- 
joice that  each  patient  spends  less  time  in  the  hospital.  In  my  opinion 
we  are  getting  as  much,  if  not  more,  of  the  hospital  cases  of  the  County 
as  we  ever  did.  A larger  proportion  of  the  maternity  cases  in  our 
County  a:'c  confined  in  the  hospital  than  ever.  1923-24,  331,  1928-29,  374. 
Over  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  all  births  of  the  Borough  occur  at  the 
hospital.  Our  local  surgeons  are  capable  and  are  called  upon  to  per- 
form operations  that  formerly  were  sent  out  of  town,  and  we,  probably, 
care  for  more  major  surgery  than  ever. 

A large  sum  of  money  has  been  spent  in  the  past  few  years  by  the 
Commissioners  and  Service  Clubs  in  the  treatment  and  correction  of 
crippled  persons.  Most  of  this  has  gone  to  Pittsburgh  or  Erie.  No 
doubt  many  of  these  cases  could  receive  some  of  this  care  in  our  own 
hospital,  and  the  hospital  benefit  thereby. 

The  extra  charge  for  ward  patients  should  bring  in  sufficient  revenue 
in  the  next  year  to  bring  our  income  up  to  our  cost  and  allow  a little 
to  be  set  aside  for  depreciation,  about  $6,000.  It  would  be  unwise  at  this 
time  to  increase  the  charge  for  maternity  cases.  If  the  laboratory  re- 
ceives the  support  from  the  physicians  it  deserves  it  should  become  self- 
supporting. 

The  Training  School  is  costlier  than  ever  because  of  State  regula- 
tions. Tt  is  difficult  to  separate  the  cost  of  this  department  from  the 
general  cost,  or  to  tell  what  we  would  gain  by  abandoning  the  school. 
The  Hospital  can  be  justly  proud  of  its  school  and  what  it  has  done  for 
the  community,  and  its  value  cannot  be  computed  in  money. 
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Lastly,  the  work  of  the  Hospital  should  be  given  more  publicity  in 
order  that  the  more  favored  of  our  citizens  will  continue  to  have  our 
institution  in  mind  when  bequests  arc  made  and  our  endowment  fund 
receive  sufficient  additions  so  as  to  enable  our  Institution  to  carry  on  its 
work  properly  and  at  a cost  that  will  not  over-burden  the  sick  of  the 
worthy  middle-class.

We  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Training  School  for 
the  year  1929  to  1930. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  provide  an  instructress  for  nurses,  owing 
to  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Grace  Hulst.  The 
vacancy  was  filled  early  in  September,  1929,  by  Mrs.  Ruth  Hasson,  a 
graduate  of  Earlham  College,  Indiana,  and  Christ’s  Hospital  Training 
School,  Cincinnati,  O. 

For  the  greater  part  of  the  year  we  have  been  without  the  services 
of  an  assistant  superintendent.  Miss  Mary  J.  Watts,  who  served  in 
that  capacity,  resigned  during  August.  The  vacancy  caused  has  not 
yet  been  filled,  owing  to  the  expense  incurred  thereby  and  the  great 
amount  of  charity  work  that  the  Hospital  has  been  obliged  to  perform 
during  the  year. 

The  Annual  Florence  Nightingale  Church  Service  was  conducted 
at  the  Baptist  Church  on  Sunday,  May  12th.  We  wish  to  express  our 
thanks  to  the  Baptist  Church,  to  the  Ministerial  Association,  and  to 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  for  making  this  service  possible 
and  profitable. 

The  student  body  has  organized  an  editorial  staff  and  committees 
as  required,  for  the  purpose  of  publishing  a Year  Book.  This  book  has 
assumed  the  proportion  of  seventy-five  pages,  which  has  been  possible 
by  the  generous  financial  support  the  Corporation,  Board  of  Director?, 
Medical  Staff,  Hospital  Staff  and  the  many  friends  of  the  School. 

We  desire  to  hereby  express  our  gratitude  to  and  appreciation  of 
the  services  rendered  by  Dr.  E,  G.  Hamilton,  the  Training  School 
Physician,  for  his  unreserved  attention  and  unstinted  care  during  the 
illness  of  the  nurses.  Also  we  hereby  express  our  thanks  to  the  Medical 
Staff  for  the  lectures  given  and  to  Dr.  Petrie  and  Professor  Deardorff, 
who  although  not  members  of  our  staff,  gave  freely  of  their  time  in 
lecturing  to  the  students. 

As  usual,  the  Graduating  Class  was  graciously  entertained  by  the 
Intermediate  Students,  the  Warren  General  Hospital  Training  School, 
the  Alumnae  Association  and  the  Hospital  Staff.

All  checks  or  property  gifts  for  this  institution 
should  be  sent  direct  to  the  hospital  or  they  may  be 
received  by  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors.
